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President Eisenhower Warns Losses ‘Blunt Battle Readiness;’ 


Urges Congress to Vote Higher Pay, Family Care, Other Benefits 


President Eisenhower, expressing con- 
cern that continuing loss of skilled mili- 
tary personnel “will blunt the battle 
readiness of our combat units,” has called 
upon the 84th Congress to increase mili- 
tary pay and improve other benefits for 
Servicemen and their families. 

In addition to the pay boost, which 
would be restricted to enlisted men with 
at least two years service and officers 
with over three years duty, the President 
recommends: 


Increased hazardous duty pay. 

Per diem boost from $9 to $12. 
More Service housing. 

Reduced rentals for substandard units. 
Improved family medical care. 
Equalization of Survivor Benefits.

Rep. Bennett Urges Rent Reduction 
For Families In Sub-Standard Homes 


The prospect of a rent reduction dur- 
ing 1955 for military families occupying 
substandard quarters is good, according 
to Representative Charles E. Bennett 
(D-Fla). 

A member of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, Mr. Bennett has re-intro- 
duced a bill (HR 620) which would per- 
mit members of all the Services to oc- 
cupy substandard quarters on a rental 
basis without loss of basic allowance for 
quarters, 


He told THE JOURNAL that the Defense 
recommendation and that he believes the 





rent cut will become law this year. 

The Florida Congressman has been an 
outspoken critic of the present rental 
regulations which require Service per- 
sonnel occupying inferior housing to pay 
out their full rental allowance on the 
same basis as those occupying more de- 
sirable housing. 

Under his plan, personnel assigned to 
substandard quarters would pay smaller 
rents, based on the condition of the 
house, its size, facilities, etc. The differ- 
ence between the rent and the amount 
which they receive as a quarters allow- 
ance would be pocketed.

The President’s views on the urgency 
of boosting military pay and improving 
other benefits were stated in a message 


sent to Congress on 13 Jan. 


The Chief Executive declared that 
military pay should be increased by an 
aggregate of 6.7 per cent compared to 
the present level of pay and allowances. 

Since, however, large numbers of en- 
listed men and officers do not meet the 
two-year and three-year cutoffs, it is ob- 
vious that for those receiving increases, 
the average boost will be considerably 
above the 6.7 per cent figure. 

As reported in The JOURNAL on 18 De- 
cember, the new plan would increase the 
pay of all first lieutenants with over three 
years service by at least 10 per cent. 

All captains with at least six years 
service would receive upwards of 9 per 
cent more pay, while all majors with 10 
or more years service would receive an 
increase of at least 8 per cent. 


Similarly, the pay boost for lieutenant 
colonels (0-5) is 8-plus per cent for those 
with over 14 years service. 

Colonels with 18 years service or more 
would get increases of at least 9 per cent. 

In every case, officers with at least 
three years service would receive in- 
creases in pay, ranging from 3.6 per cent 
upward. 

The 18 Dec. pay scales showed that 
Warrant Officer increases range up to 14.7

President Eisenhower's Manpower 
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Here Is Text of President’s “Career” Message To Congress 


Our efforts should be directed at 


HE following is the complete text of President Eisenhower's message to Congress 
on 13 January outlining his views on the need for a military pay raise and other 
action to raise the attractiveness of career military service. 


We are traditionally a peace loving 
people with a heritage founded on the 
dignity of the individual. Because our 
defense planning is developed within this 
framework, we seek to man our Armed 
Forces with volunteers to the greatest 
extent possible. This is a basic objective. 

To sustain our active forces at required 
levels of strength and efficiency, it is nec- 
essary to increase the present rate of vol- 
untary enlistments. It is also necessary 
to induce volunteers, both officers and en- 
listed men, to continue in the service on 
a career basis in order to obtain maxi- 
mum usefulness from the skills and lead- 
ership which are achieved after long and 
costly training. The increasing mechani- 
zation and complexity of defense forces 
make technical skills and a wide back- 
ground of experience vastly more impor- 
tant than ever before. 

The need for forces of the size now 
contemplated in our planning is obvious. 
The responsibilities and obligations im- 
posed on us by our position of leadership 
in world affairs require that we stand pre- 
pared to shoulder the accompanying bur- 
den. 


Personnel Turnover In 
The Military Services 

But at this time when we must still 
maintain large forces under arms and 
alerted throughout the world, it is diffi- 
cult to attract and retain volunteers, both 
enlisted and commissioned. 

For example, only 11.6 per cent of Army 
personnel reenlisted in 1954, compared 
with a rate of 41.2 per cent in 1949. The 
other Services, particularly the Marine 
Corps, have also experienced sharp drops 
in the rate of reenlistments, and today 
the composite rate for all Services is 20 
per cent. 

Approximately 1,000,000 enlisted men 
will become eligible for release from the 
military services during the coming year. 
Under present low reenlistment rates, it 
will be necessary to replace about 800,000 
of these men. 

The investment in this skilled manpow- 
er is enormous. For example, it costs ap- 
proximately $3,200 to put one man 
through the normal course of basic train- 
ing. It costs an additional $2,000 to $5,000 
to train a man in the typical technical 
skills that are so essential in the military 
system of today. It costs $120,000 to train 
a jet pilot. 

These are just a few indications of the 
expense associated with training alone. 
Moreover, the cost of equipment, trans- 
portation and other items goes up as the 
rate of personnel turnover increases. 

The seriousness of the situation was 
recognized by the 83d Congress when it 
substantially raised reenlistment bonuses. 


Reasons For the High 
Personnel Turnover 


Field studies made by the Services have 
attempted to pinpoint reasons for the 
high personnel turnover rate. A very 
large portion of the military personnel 
surveyed expressed dissatisfaction with 
traditional service benefits, such as PX 
facilities, dependents’ medical care, fam- 
ily housing, death benefits for survivors 
and related items. Whenever adminis- 
trative action can improve conditions, ac- 
tion is being taken by the Services. How- 
ever, legislation is necessary for changes 
in most benefits and in the level of com- 
pensation. 

Since 1949, there has been one increase 
in pay which, along with increases in 
allowances, amounted to an aggregate ad- 
vance in compensation of 5.7 per cent. 
Military pay, nevertheless, has fallen be- 
hind that of industry. In addition, sup- 
plementary pay practices, health, security 
and retirement benefits and bonus sys- 
tems are now widespread throughout in- 
dustry and this fact tends to neutralize 
such advantages as the military services 
had in these fields. 


Effect Of High Turnover Rate 
On Operational Efficiency 
While the high turnover in military 


personnel is costly in dollars, even more 
costly is the loss of experience and op- 
erational efficiency which results from it. 





We are losing too many men trained 
in leadership and technical skills—the ex- 
perienced hard core of a modern fight- 
ing force. To maintain required percent- 
ages of young officers, we must obtain 
them from the Service Academies and 
from Reserve Training units. A certain 
number should elect to continue a Service 
career beyond the required minimum 
time. Yet not enough of our younger offi- 
cers currently continue in military serv- 
ice. In 1954, 4000 young Naval Reserve 
officers completed their obligated period 
of service. Only 200 of these elected to 
remain in the career service. 

As a result of the loss of younger offi- 
cers, there is a noticeable shortage of 
officers and men in the Services with in- 
termediate levels of experience. In the 
Army, for example, there are substan- 
tially fewer officers with four to 10 years 
service than with 10 to 15 years experi- 
ence. In other Services, a similar situa- 
tion exists. A large percentage of officers 
in the older group who saw service in 
World War II and in Korea outnumbers 
a proportionately smaller group of young- 
er officers. We must not allow this trend 
to continue. 

A continuing shrinkage in the rolls of 
younger experienced commissioned and 
non-commissioned officers will blunt the 
battle readiness of our combat units. 


Hazardous And Special Duty 

Peacetime military service has become 
more arduous, more dangerous and more 
disruptive of normal living habits. The 
era of nuclear weapons and jet propul- 
sion has drawn our Services into new 
dimensions of hazard and uncertainty. 
For example, jet flying is ranked by in- 
surance companies as the most hazardous 
of all occupations. Many young fliers find 
it impossible to secure insurance cover- 
age and those who can get it must pay a 
sizable premium differential. 

While we are in a peacetime situation, 
many men in the Strategic Air Command, 
the Air Defense Command, various Naval 
units are on alert up to 60 hours per week, 
subject to sudden and prolonged absences 
from home and loved ones. Airborne 
troops of the Army and submarine crews 
of the Navy are also exposed to discom- 
forts and dangers not found in civilian 
pursuits, 


Conclusions 


The fundamental objectives to be at- 
tained by the proposed legislation are 
the attraction of young men to a military 
career and the retention of men in this 
career once they have chosen it. In addi- 
tion, it is necessary to offer special attrac- 
tions to men who undertake the par- 
ticularly hazardous jobs that are becom- 
ing more important as weapons become 
increasingly complex. 

These objectives require compensation 
which is more in line with that offered 
by private industry. They also require 
strengthening of traditional Service bene- 
fits in recognition of the unusual diffi- 


| culties facing the Serviceman and his fam- 


ily. Servicemen frequently live in isolated 
areas and under circumstances that can 
be extremely trying. They are subject to 
frequent and long absences from their 
families, enforced on them by their de- 
fense missions. 

Both pay and the non-pay benefits are 
important, varying with the status of the 
men we are trying to attract. At the 
present time, 60 per cent of personnel on 
active duty are unmarried. These men 
are less likely to be attracted by deferred 
or family benefits than by an increase in 
pay. 

So our problem is twofold. On the one 
hand, we must attract more of the young, 
unmarried men into a military career. 
On the other, we must provide advan- 
tageous benefits for those who have fami- 
lies. 

In proposing adjustments in pay, I do 
not recommend that any across-the-board 
increase should be authorized. Such pay 
adjustments should foster career service. 
Specifically, no increase is proposed in 
the first two years for enlisted men, be- 
cause this is the least valuable period of 
a man’s service. And no increases are 
proposed in the first three years for offi-

Recommendations 

In summary. my recommendations are 
as follows: 

(1) The compensation of military servy- 
ice personnel should be increased on a 
selective basis. The aggregate increase 
proposed would add approximately 6.7 
per cent to the present level of pay and 
allowances. 

(2) Hazardous duty pay for airmen 
and submarine crews should be increased, 
also on a selective basis, and increases 
also should be made in the hazardous 
duty pay for parachute duty, demolition 
work, deep-sea diving, and certain other 
specialties. 

(3) Other non-pay benefits should be 
provided, including: 

(a) A “dislocation” allowance for 
military personnel with dependents 
who are ordered to a new permanent 
duty station. 

(b) An increase in the per diem al- 
lowance for temporary duty travel 
from $9 to $12, in keeping with a com- 
parable proposal for civilian govern- 
ment employees. 

(c) More housing for Service families 
in areas where present facilities are 
insufficient and authority for reduced 
rental where men and their families 
must live temporarily in substandard 
housing. 

(d) Removal of existing inequities 
and provision for better medical care 
for military families. 

(e) Equalization of Survivor Bene- 
fits according to rank for active and 
retired personnel. 


These recommendations are vitally im- 
portant to the welfare of our military 
people and to the sustained security of 
the nation. It is the objective of the Gov- 
ernment that the size of the active mili- 
tary establishment shall be no greater 
than is consistent with the needs of na- 
tional security. It shall always be our 
cbjective, in the present world situation, 
to maintain a military force that we can 
support for the many years that may 
be necessary to dispel the shadow of 


Communist threat. In my judgment, 
the measures herein presented will 


strengthen our security and preserve our 
way of life. 
I urge that the Congress give early 


and favorable consideration to the 
recommendations I have herein sub- 
mitted.

Navy Asks Boost 
In Ship Tonnage 


Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
House Armed Services Committee has in- 
troduced legislation calling for approval 
of a new tonnage law for Navy shipbuild- 
ing which will add almost 900,000 tons to 
present vessel authorizations. 

Submitted on the eve of a forthcoming 
Presidential request for approximately 
one billion dollars in new shipbuilding 
funds, the proposal would repeal all exist- 
ing tonnage authorizations by providing 
a new tonnage composition made up of 
four categories of vessels: combatant, 
auxiliary, service craft and experimental. 

Combatant ships are further reduced 
to four subcategories: (1) warships (car- 
riers, battleships, cruisers, etc.); (2) am- 
phibious warfare vessels (including land- 
ing craft); (3) mine warfare vessels 
(minelaying and minesweeping); and (4) 
patrol vessels. 

At the end of September, last year, the 
Navy’s tonnage authorization was 9,137,- 
457. This would be increased under the 
new plan to 10,000,000, including a boost 
of 576,000 tons in combatant vessels.

President Opens the Way. With the Presi- 
dent’s comprehensive message on Service pay and 
career attractiveness now officially before Con- 
gress, the way is clear for the legislators to work 
out a program that can be vital in building the 
effective, long range, and economical defense es- 
tablishment this Nation must have to face the 
perilous times ahead. 

Fortunately, the Armed Services Committees 
of both Senate and House have always operated 
on a virtually non-partisan basis. Members of both 
parties have long spoken of the need of a career 
incentive program covering the same subjects 
now treated in President Eisenhower’s message. 
But in the past they have been reluctant to go 
too strong on it for fear that they would not get 
the support of the Administration and its Bureau 
of the Budget. But now that barrier has been 
swept away. The path is clear to go ahead. 

In the hearings to be held on these various bills, 
witnesses will be free to give all the facts and 
opinions on the depressive effect present condi- 
tions are having on Service morale. Repre- 
sentatives of military associations such as those 
composed of the Retired, Reserve, National Guard, 
and Warrant officers can present their own par- 
ticular analysis of what is needed. From these, 
the Committees can shape legislation embodying 
the suggestions from every quarter—legislation 
which will stand an excellent chance of being en- 
acted. 

The important fact, now, is that through the 
President’s message the Administration is on rec- 
ord officially in favor of improving service pay 
scales, providing more adequate medical care of 
dependents, a workable system of survivor’s bene- 
fits, and more and better housing for our fighting 
men and their families. Truly, these represent the 
most pressing needs of the Services today. 

Discussing the present “rapid turnover of our 
most experienced servicemen,” President Eisen- 
hower warned Congress that ‘This process seri- 
ously weakens the combat readiness of our Armed 
Forces and is exorbitantly expensive.” 

With the evident support of the American 
people and their daily press and with the Services’ 
many understanding friends in Congress, the out- 
look is good for restoring to the Armed Forces 
a fair measure of the prestige and attractiveness 
they have lost over recent years. 


An Ominous Communication. The Constitu- 
tional concept of civilian control of the Armed 
Forces, with its attendant civilian responsibility, 
and the morale of the U. S. Army were not served 
well by the transmittal to Congress last week of 
the Peress Case Chronology by Secretary Robert 
T. Stevens. 

If it was designed to put an end to the matter, 
the Chronology has not done so. Questions are be- 
ing asked, notably by Senator McClellan (D-Ark.), 
as to why this information wasn’t made available 
previously. Further, a precedent with portentous 
ramifications for professional military personnel 
has been established. 

A study of the Chronology shows that if Secre- 
tary Stevens felt the information, including names 
of 61 officers, should be made known in such ex- 
plicit detail, the action would have been better 
taken months ago when it was first sought by 
Congress. The Chronology, for example, shows 
emphatically that Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Zwicker, 
USA, recommended “immediate action” to sepa- 
rate Dr. Peress from active duty in October 1953 
—weeks before Senator McCarthy moved into 
the matter. Yet, in subsequent testimony before 
the McCarthy Committee, on the advice of the 
Army’s top civilian legal authority, General Coun- 
sel John Adams, General Zwicker was prevented 
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from going into the facts of the case in the detail 
now provided, long after end of the hearings. 

But aside from the bewildering Army strategy 
in presenting its side of the case, there is the more 
important long-term issue of the Army civilian 
leadership’s failure at the end to assume respon- 
sibility commensurate with their authority and 
the consequent delivery of the 61 names, including 
warrant officers, lieutenants and captains. 

The list does not include Secretary Stevens’ 
name, nor that of his alter ego, Under Secretary 
John Slezak. No Assistant Secretary’s name is 
mentioned. And in his covering letter to Senator 
Saltonstall (R-Mass.) which accompanied the 
Chronology, Secretary Stevens recalls succinctly 
that he was out of the country at the time of the

Peress discharge and “knew nothing about the 
case.” 

There can be no great doubt that Congress, 
with its own Constitutional responsibility for 
raising and equipping the Armed Forces, has a 
right to get information it wants on military 
matters, including names of military personnel 
when this information is pertinent. 

The striking aspect of the belated transmittal 
of the 61 names is the absence of expressed civilian 
responsibility. As a consequence, there is proper 
concern in the uniformed ranks of the Army lest 
this list some day be used to penalize the career 
of any of the officers whose names are mentioned. 
Furthermore, it can be anticipated that if civilian 
responsibility is avoided, military personnel will 
feel that loyalty is a one-way street. They will 
inevitably take steps to make certain that there be 
documented civilian endorsement for all actions 
in tough cases, however much this may slow up 
proceedings and handicap the effectiveness of the 
Armed Forces.

10 Years Ago—With the opening of the new Congress 
proponents of plans for a unified Department of Na- 
tional Defense, or the correlative plan to create a sepa- 
rate Department of Air Defense, were quick to get 
their ideas before the committees. One of the most 
prominent to be introduced is that proposed by Sena- 
tor Lister Hill of Alabama, Senator Hill would set up 
a Department of the Armed Forces and provide a per- 
manent Joint Chiefs of Staff and a Secretary of the 
Armed Forces subordinate to whom there would be 
Under Secretaries for the Army, the Navy, and Air. 


50 Years Ago—A recent order from the Secretary of 
War, directing the establishment of a training school 
for bakers at Fort Riley, Kans., is a step in the right 
direction. When it is realized how completely the en- 
listed man depends upon good food for his health and 
efficiency, it is not too much to say that no expense 
should be spared to provide him with the best the 
skill of man can devise for his rations. 


90 Years Ago—The campaign in Tennessee is over; 
or rather is giving place to a campaign in Alabama and 
Mississippi. Hood approached Nashville with something 
over 40,000 men, and about 100 pieces of artillery. He 
has escaped across the Tennessee with about 25,000 
and a very few batteries. On the north side of the 
river, just before crossing, Forrest’s rear-guard is said 
to have abandoned about 150 wagons. Steadman’s 
cavalry, at all events, report that they have captured 
100 wagons, 600 mules, and 200 hogs, and burned Hood’s 
pontoon train.

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Rank for Benefits 
Editor, THB JOURNAL: 

Reference the item reported in 
your issue of 25 December 1954 under 
the heading: “Group Asks Social 
Security For Military, End FECA 
Benefits, New Survivor Study.” 

I was rather perturbed that people 
in responsible positions would pro- 
claim it as undemocratic to include 
rank or pay in the method of de- 
termining survivor benefits. Surely 
such people place little to no value 
on incentive factors, or else they 
must have strong interests contrary 
to the interests of people in the 
Armed Forces. 

It seems extremely obvious that 
the fairest and most democratic 
method of determining survivor 
benefits should include rank, active 
duty pay, and length of active duty 
service. Maybe there should also be 
other factors, but it seems that they 
should be minor ones. 

If future laws place survivor bene- 
fits on a contributory basis, the con- 
tributions should not be voluntary, 
there should be an increase in pay 
for the purpose of at least compen- 
sating for the contributions, and the 
laws should make provisions for the 
contributions retroactively for all 
previous active duty of personnel 
involved, including those with living 
survivors. 

Hope that you will continue to 
place emphasis on incentive and will 
continue to battle for the best inter- 
ests of our fighting personnel.

The W.0O.’s Plight 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

This illustrates why many of our 
best qualified M/Sgts. are not apply- 
ing for Regular or Reserve W/O 
slots: 

A W-1 with 15 years’ service is 
paid: $20 less than a M/Sgt. over- 
seas with the same service; less than 
a 2d Lt. with 6 years’ service. 

A W-2 with 15 years’ service is 
paid: Less than a 2d Lt. with 12 
years’ service; $68 less than a Ist Lt. 
with the same service. 


A W-3 with 15 years’ service is 
paid: The same as a Captain with 
4 years’ service. 

A W-4 with 15 years’ service is 
paid: Less than a Captain with 6 
years’ service. 

A W-4 with 30 years’ service is 
paid: $50 less than a major with the 
same service; only $42 more than a 
captain with 22 years. 


A warrant officer is eligible for 
government quarters: On the offi- 
cers’ list below all 2d Lts.; on the 
airmen’s list not at all. 

(Based on individuals residing in 
private housing with three depend- 
ents, and counting all pay and allow- 
ances before taxes.) 

Many senior M/Sgts. hold Reserve 
commissions. If they are able to 
attain the Reserve rank of Major or 
higher before retirement, even 
though they may never serve on 
EAD as officers, their retirement pay 


will be higher than if they 
and retire as W-4’s.

THE 15 SENATORS (eight Democrats 
and seven Republicans) who will guide 
military legislation through the Senate in 
the 48th Congress include two newcomers 
to the Armed Services Committee, Sena- 
tors Sam J. Ervin, jr. (D-NC), and Her- 
man Welker (R-Idaho). 


Senator Ervin, an Army veteran of 
WW I, served with distinction in France 
with Co. I, 28th Inf., Ist Infantry Divi- 
sion. He was twice wounded in action and 
twice cited for gallantry. His military 
decorations include the Distinguished 
Service Cross, Silver Star, French Four- 
ragere, and the Purple Heart with oak 
leaf cluster, 


Senator Welker served as an enlisted 
man in the Army Air Force from 1943 
to 1945.

STILL TO BE APPOINTED are mem- 
bers of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee. Total membership will be boosted 
by one (20 Democrats and 17 Republicans, 
compared with 19 Republicans and 17 
Democrats in the 83d Congress). The 
Democrats, counting the extra seat, will 
add four new members to the Committee 
which is headed by Chairman Carl Vin- 
son (D-Ga). 


REACTION TO THE CUTBACK in De- 
fense manpower reported in the Presi- 
dent’s State of the Union Message was 
immediate on Capitol Hill. Members 
praised the plan or poked holes in it 
according to their political, economic or 
military philosophy. 


AS USUAL, some Republicans based 
their stand on the President’s distin- 
guished military record which they be- 
lieve preeminently fits him to be the final 
arbiter of U. S. military planning. Some 
Democrats, as usual, asked if the budget 
was not the decisive factor in making the 
cuts. 


RESERVE STRENGTH, in view of the 
cuts, is more important than ever, ac- 
cording to Senator George A. Smathers 
(D-Fla). He said, “It is encouraging to 
know that finally there is prospect of a 
broader, more realistic program for the 
reserves, For a long time many of us 
have advocated such a program without 
getting any action. With the military 
forces being drastically reduced, a strong, 
capable, well trained ready reserve is in- 
dispensable.” He added, “For too many 
years the Reservist has been the forgot- 
ten man in the national security picture.” 


FAITH IN THE PRESIDENT’S pro- 
posed cuts was voiced by Rep. James T. 
Patterson (R-Conn), who said, “It is en- 
couraging to note that the President 
has personally directed the readjustment 
in our defense planning. His long and 
illustrious military career should be proof 
enough that our country will be militarily 
secure without economic bankruptcy.” 


THE QUESTION asked by Representa- 
tive Olin Teague (D-Tex) was whether 
defense policies are based on the Nation’s 
needs or on questionable campaign prom- 


ises. “The defense of our country must 
not be jeopardized,” he said, “for the pur- 
pose of attempting to place certain cam- 
paign promises of the administration in 
a more favorable light.” 


MORE BENEFITS for career service 
personnel, also foretold in the State of 
the Union message, won approval from 
Senator Lister Hill (D-Ala). “The Presi- 
dent is entirely correct,” he said, “in seek- 
ing to increase the attractions of military 
service for our young men and women.” 
He said he was encouraged by the Presi- 
dent’s “mention of more adequate medi- 
cal care for dependents, survivors’ bene- 
fits, better housing and adjustments in 
pay and allowances.” 


VETERANS’ AFFAIRS, however, were 
slighted by the President, according to 
Senator Hill. He said, “It is worth noting 
that the message did not lay any stress 
on veterans’ legislation other than to 
refer to a study being made of veterans’ 
and survivors’ benefits.” 


THE MESSAGE, said Senator Styles 
Bridges (R-NH), “stresses the constant 
threat of aggression from the Communist 
bloc and our need to combat it by the 
utmost in retaliatory strength of a selec- 
tive nature, with emphasis on the futility 
of aggression as a means to an end.” 


IN A PARTING BLAST, Senator Jo- 
seph R. McCarthy (R-Wisc), who re- 
linquishes the chair of the Government 
Operations Committee, issued a report on 
subversion and espionage in defense 
establishments and industry which said, 
“The Communist Party has successfully 
infiltrated national defense industries and 
is in a position to acquire vital informa- 
tion concerning our military secrets and 
our military effectiveness.” The report 
states also that “there are no Depart- 
ment of Defense security regulations 
which prevent the employment of Com- 
munists in or their removal from na- 
tional defense plants where the Commu- 
nist employee is engaged on unclassified 
work.” 


A HIGHLY CLASSIFIED report on the 
relationship of atomic energy to conti- 
nental defense has been presented to the 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy. Pre- 
pared by a panel of consultants headed 
by Lt. Gen. Albert C, Wedemeyer, USA- 
Ret., the report will go to the President. 
Other military members of the Panel on 
Continental Defense are Brig. Gen. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, USAFR, and Lt. 
Gen. E, R. Quesada, USAF-Ret. 


FINAL REPORT on military ammuni- 
tion shortages was made this week by 
the Senate Armed Services Preparedness 
Subcommittee headed by Senator Mar- 
garet Chase Smith (R-Me.). Conclusions 
reached by the Subcommittee: the am- 
munition situation has vastly improved 
in the past two years; the improvement 
is particularly noteworthy among U. S. 
troops on a worldwide basis; ammunition 
stocks of our allies remain in an unsatis- 
factory position due, in part, to failure 
of the offshore procurement program to 
measure up to expectations. 


NOT WAITING for President Eisen- 
hower’s National Reserve Plan, which 
reached the Hill on 13 Jan., the Chairmen 
of the House and Senate Armed Services 
Committees introduced an American Le- 
gion-backed UMT bill. Other veterans’ 
organizations joined with the Legion in 
sponsoring the measure which calls for 
compulsory service for all young men who 
are physically and mentally fit and not 
aiready members of the armed forces or 
active reserve units. Introduction of the 
proposal by the Armed Services Chair- 
men indicates that the President’s plan 
may be in for some major changes when 
it reaches the hearing stage. 
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COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
Renewed Thunder in the Far East 


ED CHINA this week afforded a re- 
minder to Secretary General Ham- 
marskjold that, even while he is in con- 
sultation with Chou En-lai over the re- 
lease of the eleven American airmen 
(who, as United Nations’ agents, are of 
concern to Mr. Hammarskjold) China 
proceeds with business as usual. A se- 
ries of Red air raids inflicted damage on 
the Nationalist forces in and around the 
Tachen islands, most northerly of the 
coastal island groups where Chiang Kai- 
shek has maintained garrisons ever 
since he evacuated the mainland. 


The Reds’ full purpose remains con- 
jectural. The damage done to National- 
ist materiel (particularly naval vessels) 
and personnel is appreciable, to be sure. 
But there are other purposes, such as 
to incite Chiang’s batteries into counter- 
action and thus provide useful infor- 
mation about defense locations; or to 
test out the combat-readiness of the de- 
fenders after all these years of placid 
occupation; or—and this may be the 
prime purpose—to see how far the Reds 
can go without incurring reprisal by 
U.S. forces in that area. 


It is noted in the dispatches that the 
bombing formations were accompanied 
by overhead cover, whether in anticipa- 
tion of counter-attack by air, or simply 
as a standard tactic for training pur- 
poses, But there was no retaliation by 
U. S. Seventh Fleet or other American 
air elements. The Reds’ quest for in- 
formation may have provided them with 
negative intelligence but certainly with 
no reliable positive guidance. 


THE TACHEN GROUP is the most 
northerly of the four main island groups 
under discussion, as has been noted. 
That is to say, it is both nearest to Red 
China’s air and other bases, and far- 
thest from Nationalist China’s For- 
mosan bases; it is least identifiable as 
an outpost of Formosa. If one were to 
calculate the Reds’ intentions, there- 
fore, he would be likely to guess that 
any future all-out Red attack (all to 
date, from Quemoy in the south to 
Tachen in the north, have been merely 
feelers) would most probably be di- 
rected against the Tachen group, and 
against one island of that group at a 
time, so that on each island added to 
Red possession would be placed long- 
range artillery for concentrated and 
prolonged fire on the nearest island still 
garrisoned by Chiang’s troops. 


Whether the Reds will argue in that 
way nobody is able to say. Certainly our 
official policy is to give no hint as to 
whether that is the American reason- 
ing, or whether the Seventh Fleet, with 
its publicly stated mission limited to 
defense of Formosa and the Pescadores, 
will also include the coastal islands 
among its wards. 


IN MALAYA this week we have wit- 
nessed a sharp revival of British activity 
in the seemingly endless guerrilla fight- 
ing with local Reds—themselves largely 
off-base Chinese who got there years 
ago and who proved susceptible to Red 
propaganda. The sturdy work of the 
British police has pretty much kept the 
guerrillas in the jungles, but it has not 
put them out of business by any means. 
Now the campaign is to be extended by 
use of four Canberras, plus helicopters, 
which are being added to the Vampire 
fighters hitherto in Malayan service. 


We have more than a cousinly inter- 
est in all this, partly by reason of the 
use of the Canberras, of which our own 
air forces have a good many now issued 
and in production. The Canberra’s test- 
ing record is admirable, but Malaya 
plans more than a peacetime test, which 
will afford solid information on how ef- 
fective this 600 mile jet, with its multi- 
ple capabilities, is in the business of 
tropical warfare against scattered tar- 
gets. For any aerial activity into which 
enforcement of the Southeast Asia pact 
might some day draw us, this small- 
scale experiment over Malayan jungles 
should provide useful guidance. 


POLITICAL ASPECTS, too, can con- 
cern us, by reason of the interlocking 
of Red activities throughout Southeast 
Asia—for the Manila pact binds us with 
Britain, Australia, New Zealand, France, 
Thailand, and the Philippines, in a gen- 
eral defense league. Malaya is an im- 
portant element; Britain’s sharply con- 
ducted campaign against its Communist 
elements, if successful, would be of dis- 
tinct benefit to us elsewhere on the 
continent, and it is gratifying to observe 
that, apart from the quickened mili- 
tary activities scheduled for next month, 
there is under way active negotiation 
(by two outstanding native leaders) for 
amnesty grant to Reds who will agree 
to quit fighting. 


It is too early to judge the promise 
of the negotiations, but the backing is 
respectable, and the procedure itself is 
reminiscent of that which Mr. Magsay- 
say employed so successfully with the 
Hukbalahaps in Luzon. Its virtue in 
the Philippines was that it instantly 
split the bona fide Reds away from the 
merely landless; it brought the latter 
into cooperation with the government 
and exposed the former to swift attack. 


MR. HAMMARSKJOLD concluded his 
talks with Chou En-lai amiably enough, 
but their joint communique was so 
worded as to defy immediate judgment 
on the future of our airmen, which was 
the occasion of the meeting and which 
remains our main interest. That the 
conferences were “useful” is encourag- 
ing, and quite possibly that assurance 
is all that could reasonably be expected 
at the outset. That they touched on 
questions “pertinent to the relaxation of 
world tension” is indicative that there 
will be more talks, probably at the 
United Nations headquarters, at which 
time we will know more of what the 
Reds propose in the way of a trade. For 
it has long been apparent that Red 
China wants a number of things, in- 
cluding ultimate admission to the 
United Nations, and that any quid will 
be given up strictly on a pro quo basis. 
American tempers will have to become 
adjusted to that political reality, but 
a good deal more knowledge of Peiping’s 
aims will facilitate the adjustment. 


ADMIRAL RADFORD, after §skill- 
fully stepping around numerous pitfalls 
in the way of press conferences follow- 
ing his Far East tour, on reaching Wash- 
ington offered the view that under cer- 
tain essential conditions which are not 
yet satisfied, a naval blockade of Red 
China, for all its serious implications, 
might be “the best way to tackle the 
problem” of forcing release of our elev- 
en airmen. There was a tendency in 
some quarters to focus on the conclu- 
sion; it is better to note the conditions: 
(1) that there had been a prior resort 
to less drastic measures; (2) that the 
blockade would represent Allied coop- 
eration, presumably under United Na- 
tions auspices. The Far East problem 
still calls for sober planning, rather 
than impulse, and these conditions so 
plainly laid down give evidence of 
sobriety. 


IN COSTA RICA, where difficulty has 
been openly threatened for a long time, 
small-scale fighting broke out this week, 
and it was immediately charged (and 
denied) that the trouble was due to 
Nicaraguan aggression, Even internal 
disorder involving airborne elements, 
however small, is of concern to all Amer- 
ica; conflict occasioning sharp words 
between two states and threats of some- 
thing more than words arouse very 
lively concern, and it is gratifying to 
see that the Organization of American 
States, through its permanent Council, 
was ready to initiate pacific measures 
for settlement. A five-power mission was 
named almost immediately, to make an 
on-the-ground investigation, and mean- 
time both Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
were requested to abstain from any ac- 
tivities which would hamper the in- 
quiry or stimulate further conflict. 
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A GOOD INDICATION of whether or not Army Sec’y 
Robert T. Stevens will be retained in office is 

the time it takes to name a successor to Under 
Sec'y John Slezak, who is resigning to return to 
private industry. If it's done quickly, that might 
well indicate Mr. Stevens would remain at the post. 
However, a delay in naming a new Under Secretary 
might be a tip-off that a change in the top Army 
position is also in the offing. 





IT'S TO BE EXPECTED that before Mr. Slezak leaves 
the Pentagon, the Army will issue the charter 
establishing the Continental Army Command at Ft. 
Monroe, Va., under Gen. John E. Dahlquist. Creation 
of this Command in place of the Office of Chief of 
Army Field Forces was recommended more than a year 
ago by the Davies Commission on Army Organization. 





DELAY HAS FOLLOWED DELAY in the implementation of 
the Reorganization recommendations. Presumably, 
the fact that the Secretary's time was taken up 
heavily by the Capitol Hill hearings contributed 
to the slow action. Under Secretary Slezak was 
given responsibility for working out much of the 
Reorganization Plan. In its final version, the 
plan was the work of a WAC major. 





AF SEC'Y TALBOTT is winning great favor throughout 
the Air Force for his vigorous campaign in behalf 
of action to improve career attractiveness. Air 
Force officers and airmen are giving him large 
credit for pushing the pay raise proposal through 
the Pentagon. 





AIR FORCE CONCERN over loss of highly skilled main- 
tenance personnel by the thousands is pointed up in 
newly released statistics which show that 28.4 per 
cent of total AF strength is assigned to service 
and repair of aircraft. It’s estimated the AF 
spends more than $3 million per day for maintenance 
—or $103 for every flying hour. Overall average 
is 50 maintenance hours for each flying hour. 





RESERVE FORCES LEADERS foresee that proper mainte- 
nance will be a major problem in expanding the Air 
National Guard and Air Force Reserve. That's why 
everything possible, excluding compulsion, will be 
tried to encourage skilled maintenance personnel to 
sign up with the Civilian Components. 





THE USMC QUARTERMASTER GENERAL, Maj. Gen. William 
P. T. Hill, USMC, is expected to retire this year. 
He will complete 11 years in that job on 1 Feb. 
He’s practically a "newcomer" though in comparison 
with former USMC QM General William S. Slack, who 
served in the same job from 1860-1885. That was an 
era of "stabilized service." 





HIRING OF THOUSANDS of civilians to fill jobs now 
held by military personnel is in the cards. The 
Air Force will give heavy emphasis to a domestic 
version of "Native Son," in which foreign nationals 
were hired to do the jobs of airmen overseas. 
Finding it hard to recruit adequate manpower—few 
enlistment quotas have been met during recent 
months—the Air Force will bank heavily on in- 
creased use of civilians. 





ARMY MANPOWER PLANS also call for increased use 

of civilians. It's one of the factors involved in 
the cutback in Army uniformed strength. The Serv- 
ices will go easy though in order to prevent any 
hiring-firing situations to develop. 
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A_SERVICE ESCAPE passage will be sealed off by the 
Defense Dept., contingent on Capitol approval. At 
present, it’s possible for a draftee or enlistee to 
be discharged from enlisted status to accept an 
appointment to a Service Academy. Then, should he 
resign that status, he is free of obligated service. 





EXPERIMENTAL SHIP EMPHASIS the Navy is made clear 
in the new legislative request for revision of ship 
tonnage authorization. At present, the Navy has 

the 0.K. to build, if money can be obtained, a total 
of 3,000 tons of experimental ships. New authoriza- 
tion objective is 200,000 tons. 





ANOTHER MAJOR MODIFICATION of the ship construction 
program shows heavier stress on mine warfare ves- 
sels. The largest percentage increase—33%—in the 
proposed authorization schedule in comparison with 
that now in effect is in that category. The in- 








crease in the “warship” classification is 5%. 

FUND RAISING RULES at Army installations, where 
millions of dollars are contributed annually, are 
spelled out in a new regulation. It advises com- 
manders to use the term "goal” instead of “quota.” 
to signify "a target rather than a requirement.” 
FIRST OF ITS KIND, a Reserve Chaplains’ Training

FOOTBALL COACHES at West Point and Annapolis, not 

to mention the new Air Force Academy, will follow 
closely new legislation which would boost the pay 
of Cadets and Midshipmen. Defense officials have 
stated that many young men are discouraged from 
attending a Service Academy because of the financial 
hardship. 





THE ACADEMY BILL would boost pay by $30.03 per 
month, or from $81.12 to $111.15. The Pentagon 
says Academy enrollees now earn $3812.64 during 47 
months instruction, but must spend $4115.32 during 
the same period. Encouraging outstanding young 
men, including promising athletes, will be an 
easier matter with the financial problem eased. 





WARTIME SERVICE EXPERIENCE will be a big help to 
Asst. SecDef Carter L. Burgess, Pentagon manpower 
chief, and his newly named Deputy, Henry A. DuFlon, 
who takes over on 1 Feb. Mr. Burgess was a colonel 
in WWII; enlisting as a private in early l 
Mr. DuFlon was separated as a major in 1946.

Navy Gears For Officer Promotion 
Exams; Lt. (jg) Tests Slated For March 


The first group of officers affected by 
the Navy’s return to Officer Promotion 
Examinations will be Regular Line lieu- 
tenants (jg) selected for advancement by 
a board slated to convene on 1 February. 

This is the way the system will work: 

Following action of the board, which is 
expected to report its findings about the 
25th of February, individual written pro- 
fessional exams will be forwarded direct 
to the selectees’ commanding officer from 
the U. S. Naval Examining Center, Great 
Lakes, Ill. 

Commanding officers have been directed 
to administer the exams “as soon as prac- 
ticable,” after coordinating with a com- 
mand authorized to convene supervisory 
examining boards. This process will us- 
ually be accomplished within 30 days 
after the receipt of the examinations. 

However, commanding officers may de- 
lay the examinations up to 90 days after 
the arrival of the examinations when cir- 
cumstances warrant, so that fleet opera- 
tions will not be interrupted. 

After the selectees have taken the tests, 
they will be forwarded to RAdm. Henry S 
Kendall’s Naval Examining Board for 
grading. The tests are non-competitive. 
They will be scored on a “passed” or 
“failed” basis. 

An officer who fails the examination 
normally will be given another opportu- 
nity to take either a similar written test 
or to appear in person before Admiral 
Kendall’s board in Washington, D. C. 

Failure to attain a passing grade on 
the first examination will place an officer 
in a situation similar to one who has 
failed of selection, that is, he will be re- 
quired to be reselected by a later board. 
If he- fails the written professional exam- 
ination for a second time, he is subject to 
being separated from the service. 

Professional officer examinations will 





also be required of Reserves on active 
duty after 1 July when the Reserve Off. 
cer Personnel Act becomes effective. 

Regular Staff Corps selection boards are 
scheduled to meet on 8 March and officer 
promotion examinations will follow Reg. 
ular Line examinations by about five 
weeks. 

The purpose of the new system, a Navy 
official explained to THE JOURNAL, is to 
induce officers to exempt themselves from 
the necessity of taking written tests by 
following a prescribed course of self- 
study. 

It is estimated that any officer who de- 
votes himself to approved Naval Corre- 
spondence Courses for about eight hours 
a week will gain examination exemption. 

This will not be the case for the first 
group of lieutenants (jg), however, since 
all the subjects required have not yet 
been formulated into correspondence 
courses. 

The phased schedule of examinations 
will be increased in succeeding years as 
the Navy formulates appropriate ques- 
tions in specific fields. 

In addition to the requirements outlined 
above, permanently commissioned Regu- 
lar Line male officers not restricted in the 
performance of duty, and limited duty of- 
ficers in the grade of lieutenant and 
higher, must have two years of sea or 
foreign service in grade as defined in Bu- 
reau of Personnel Instruction 1416.1 in 
order to be eligible for advancement. 

The written professional examination 
requirement applies to women officers as 
well as to men. 

Ensigns, captains and admirals are not 
affected by the new system. 

Officer promotion examinations date 
back to 1864; they were eliminated during 
WW II and the Korean War when promo- 
tions were made by AlNav.

“SkyHook”’ Balloons 


Probe Cosmic Rays 


A series of “Skyhook” balloon flights. 
under supervision of cosmic ray phys 
icists, ends 20 Jan. at Goodfellow AFB, 
San Angelo, Texas. 

Cdr. John W. Sparkman, jr., USN, ONR 
Field Representative, Navy Balloon Proj- 
ects, Minneapolis, Minn., is in charge of 
the research experiments. 

Sponsored by the Officer of Naval Re- 
search and the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, some 12 flights of the huge, high-al- 
titude plastic balloons are planned. 

Part of the broad ONR-AEC nuclear 
physics program, the tests will collect 
cosmic ray data at various altitudes by 
means of nuclear counters and photo- 
graphic plates. 

Efforts will be made to have each bal- 
loon remain for several hours at 90 to 100 
thousand feet—or above 98 per cent of the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

In this way it is hoped that observa- 
tion can be made of many high-energy 
cosmic ray particles which ordinarily are 
disintegrated in nuclear collisions in the 
upper atmosphere and almost never 
reach the earth. 

The particles are the nuclei of natural 
elements, but are traveling with thou- 
sands or millions of times more energy 
than has been achieved in the world’s 
largest accelerators. 

Goodfellow AFB was chosen as the ex- 
periment site because it is in the geomag- 
netic latitude the scientists wish to in- 
vestigate.

UT backs in the number of Coast 

Guard officers on active duty will 
not be necessary following Secretary of 
the Treasury George M. Humphrey’s an- 
nouncement of new authorized strengths 
for each rank. 

In a message to VAdm. Alfred C. Rich- 
mond, Coast Guard Commandant, the 
Secretary fixed the total strength figure 
at 2,393. This number includes all Perma- 
nent, Temporary, Temporary Service, 
and Reserve officers on active duty, but 
excludes Extra Numbers. * 

At the same time, Secretary Humphrey 
reduced the percentage of read admirals 
from 0.75 to 0.53 and correspondingly in- 
creased the percentage of lieutenant com- 
manders from 18.00 to 18.22. 

Here is a breakdown of new strength 
totals for each rank: Read Admiral, 13; 
Captain, 144; Commander, 287; Lt. Com- 
mander, 436; Lieutenant, 592; and Lieu- 
tenant (jg) and Ensign, 921. 

On 1 January Coast Guard officer 
strength was: Rear Admiral, 14; Captain, 
168; Commander, 467; Lt. Commander, 
437; Lieutenant, 592; and Lieutenant (jg) 
and Ensign, 921. 

When the Extra Numbers are sub- 
tracted from the 1 January totals, how- 
ever, it is found that current strength 
figures almost parallel the newly au- 
thorized strength. 

On the first of the year, Extra Num- 
ber totals were: Rear Admiral, one; Cap- 
tain, 17; Commander, 187; and Lt. Com- 
mander, one. 

In other words, when the new figures 
were forwarded to Coast Guard Head- 
quarters and compared with the actual 
on-board strength, it was found that 
there were seven more captains than al- 
lowed. However, the overage in captains 
was balanced out by a deficiency of seven 
commanders. In addition, the Coast 
Cuard finds itself short 30 lieutenants 
(jg) and ensigns. 

The overage of one admiral is com- 
pensated for by the authorized rank of 
vice admiral held by the Commandant. 

The swing of 14 numbers in captain 
and commander ranks will be eliminated 
by normal attrition, Headquarters said, 
by the cut-off date, 30 June. 

*Extra Number—an officer serving in 
Merchant Marine Inspection or Con- 
structors. These officers are paired with 
Line officers for the purposes of advance- 
ment. In the future, however, as an Ex- 
tra Number retires his space will be 
added to the bottom of the Line category.

The United States 
Corps of Cadets passed in review 8 Jan. in 
a rare tribute to a retiring employee of the 
Military Academy, Mr. Frederick C. Mayer, 
Cadet Chapel Organist and Choirmaster since 
1911. Fittingly enough, the cadets wheeled 
into line to the strains of ‘‘Spirit of West 
Point,"’ composed by the spare, gray-haired 
organist and played for the first time at this 
review. 

For the past few weeks Mayer has been re- 
ceiving letters of appreciation from noted 
graduates of the Academy, including a warm 
tribute from President Eisenhower. Lt. Gen. 
Blackshear Bryan, Superintendent of the 
Academy, presented him with a letter of com- 
mendation for his services in a ceremony 
held in his office. 

Known and loved by several generations 
of cadets, Mayer has seen many former mem- 
bers of his choir rise to eminence in the 
Armed Forces, among them the present Chief 
of Staff, General Mathew B. Ridgway. Under 
his direction the organ in the Cadet Chapel 
has been expanded until at the present time 
it is the largest church organ in the western 
hemisphere. 

As well as being one of the most noted or- 
ganists in the country, he has also achieved a 
measure of fame in his avocation as a carillon 
architect. Among those designed by him are 
the carillon in the Peace Tower of the House 
of Parliament in Ottawa, Canada, largest in 
the British Empire, and the 72 bell carillon 
in the Chapel of the University of Chicago.

Asks Govt. Subsidy 
For Medical Officers 


An OCS program for doctors and den- 
tists has been proposed by Representative 
Charles E. Bennett (D-Fla.), member of 
the House Armed Services Committee. 

The plan (HR 67) is designed to assist 
in meeting the needs of the military 
services for medical officers. It authorizes 
the Secretary of Defense to establish an 
officer candidate training program under 
which the United States would provide 
for the education of selected medical and 
dental students who agree to serve as 
doctors and dentists in the military serv- 
ices. 

The students would attend civil schools 
with all expenses paid, and receive an 
allowance of $133 per month. They would 
be required to serve on active duty with 
the Army, Navy or Air Force for from 
one to three years, depending on the 
amount of medical or dental training 
which they take under the program. 

The Pentagon has been talking about 
a similar plan to provide medical school 
scholarships for more than a year. 

At last word, the Defense Department 
proposal had yet to receive the go-ahead 





| from the Budget Bureau. 


Military officials have said that the 


| ratio of Regular medical officers to Re- 


serves must be increased. One way to do 
this, they maintain, is to provide scholar- 
ships for men who would agree to serve 
specified tours on active duty.

“Open End” Lift For 
Flying Boxcar Wing 


The Eighteenth Air Force recently air- 
lifted a C-119 Flying Boxcar wing from 
Hagerstown, Md., to Pope AFB, N. C., 
despite the fact that part of the wing 
stuck out behind the tail of the plane 
which transported it. 

The 464th Troop Carrier Wing at Pope 
needed a new C-119 Flying Boxcar wing 
for a high priority mission. The only 
wings available were at the Fairchild 
Engine & Airplane Company plant, Md. 
Since rail transportation would have 
taken too long, it was decided to fly the 
wing to Pope. 

Only a Flying Boxcar can airlift a 
C-119 wing. To get the bulky wing into 
the Boxcar, it was necessary to remove 
the clamshell doors at the rear of the 
C-19 and slide the wing into the open 
end of the plane. But even after the wing 
had been tied securely inside the plane, 
part of it stuck out behind. Nevertheless, 
the “Open End” airlift was successful.

To Be Tested At Mitchel 


An experimental all-magnesium F-80C 
| airplane will be test flown next month 

at Mitchel AFB, N. Y. 

The plane is the second of two such 
craft contracted for by the Wright Air 
| Development Center in 1949. The first 
was fabricated and has been successfully 
static tested by WADC’s Aircraft Labora- 
tory. The airframe of the second plane 
was constructed almost entirely of mag- 
nesium. 

Engineers see several distinct advan- 
tages possible in a magnesium airframe. 
Magnesium is “probably”? the best sub- 
stitute known for aluminum, and its sup- 
ply is “nearly inexhaustible,” the Air 
Force said. In application where buckling 
is the controlling design consideration, 
magnesium is probably the most efficient 
structural material throughout the usable 
temperature ranges of the light alloys. 

In addition, the thicker skin structure 
of magnesium airframes should decrease 
ground handling damage and cut man- 
hours required to assemble such a struc- 
ture since fewer parts are involved.

Revise Patent Section 


Of Procurement Regs. 


The Pentagon has announced that the 
patent regulations (Part I, Section IX, 
ASPR) are approved and will be printed 
in the Federal Register about 24 Jan. 
1955, and that the deadline for industrial 
comment on the copyright and technical 
information regulations (Part II, Section 
IX ASPR) has been extended from 3 
Jan. 1955 to 15 Jan. 1955, so that several 
of the eight trade groups may complete 
their survey of these new proposed rules. 

The new patent rules have been under 
discussion for three years. Industry and 
Congressional criticism of the delay has 
been continuous and the present rules 
are far from satisfactory to many trade 
groups. The rules are written in heavy 
legal language and there are many minor 
changes. “Patent indemnity” has been 
made more complicated with a trend to 
reduce the amount. Patent rights clauses 
in contracts have been slightly broadened 
if “one of the purposes of the contract 
is experimental, developmental, or re- 
search work.” Otherwise no clause is 
allowed. Contractors are excused from 
reporting royalties under $250. 

Of particular interest to small contrac- 
tors is a new exclusion which reads: “The 
invention is useful only for military pur- 


| poses and the contractor does not have 
| facilities for furnishing the item to the 


government in production quantities.” 
Trade groups have already asked for 
“clarification” of these new patent regu- 
lations and for a conference of industry 
leaders to discuss the proposed copyright 
and technical information regulations. 
Secretary Chas. E. Wilson and Asst. Sec’y 
T. P. Pike are reported considering such 
a meeting in February. The Aircraft In- 
dustries’ Ass’n has suggested 11 Feb., and 
asked that Mr. Wm.

Air Force Jet Fighters Go Aloft 


From Trucks, Same As Matadors 


The Air Force disclosed on 13 Jan. that 
jet fighter planes have been launched 
from platforms mounted on trucks.

The technique of launching conven- | 


tional jet fighters without preliminary 
takeoff runs was developed in tests at 
Edwards AFB, Calif., conducted by the 
Air Force’s Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command and the Glenn L. Martin 
Company. 

The launching platform is the same 
used normally in launching the Martin 
Matador, an Air Force guided missile. 

Republic F-84 Thunderjets were modi- 
fied so that booster bottles such as are 
used in launching the Matador could be 
attached beneath the tail. 

Highly mobile trucks with “arms” 
raised the fighter planes to the launch- 
ing angle, becoming in effect the world’s 
smallest airports. With the planes’ turbo- 
jet engines running at full speed, the 








thrust of the booster bottles kicked the 
fighters off so swiftly they were immedi- 
ately airborne. 

Martin test pilot Mr. Bob Turner said 
the shock of the unconventional takeoff 
was less than that which pilots normally 
experience during catapult takeoffs. The 
planes were always under the pilots’ con- 
trol and a peak acceleration of four Gs 
was reached, One G is the pull of gravity 
at sea level. 

This development is another step in 
the Air Force’s research and develop- 
ment program to explore the possibility 
of eliminating the requirement for run- 
ways under certain combat conditions. 

The technique of zero-length launch- 
ing has been proved also by hundreds of 
Matador launches by Martin engineers 
working with the Air Force’s Air Re- 
search and Development Command and 
— Air Command, the Air Force 
said.

Top enlisted boost, percentage-wise, 
goes to an E-4 with over eight years 
service, whose pay would be hiked by 10 
per cent. 

The published tables were based on an 
individual’s having one dependent. 

There is a _ probability that some 
changes have been made in the pay scales 
since their advance publication. 

The Defense Department was expected 
to release the recommended legislation 
momentarily—not only for the pay raise, 
but for the other proposals advanced by 
the President. 

It was anticipated these bills would re- 
flect the recommendations of the Moulton 
Commission and the Kaplan Commission 
on family medical care and survivor bene- 
fits, respectively. 

The Moulton Commission  recom- 
mended that civilian doctors and hos- 
pitals be used to augment military offi- 
cers and facilities in treating dependents 
of service personnel. 

This measure has received a cool re- 
ception from the American Medical As- 
sociation heretofore, but with the Presi- 
dent’s publicly stated support for im- 
proving family medical care, it may win 
new supporters. 

The Kaplan Commission, of which De- 
fense Secretary Charles E. Wilson was 
a member, recommended improved Sur- 
vivor Benefits and said that all military 
personnel on active duty should be 
covered by Social Security. 

The Kaplan Report said the inequity 
in survivor benefits, whereby survivors 
of Reservists can receive as much as $525 
a month compared to $75 which might be

that men who have served less than two 
years may be recalled to active duty in 
order to maintain or restore proficiency. 

“It is contemplated that Reservists 
who fail or refuse to participate in the 
Reserve training that may be required 
of them and choose not to restore lost 
proficiency, will be given other than an 
honorable discharge at the end of their 
period of military obligation. Such ac- 


tion, which will be taken in accordance 
with existing statutory authority and 


procedures, is based upon the concept 
that honorable military service includes 
the complete fulfillment of all service 
obligations, Reserve as well as Active. I 
ask that Congress reaffirm this concept 
which is already contained in the law.

“FIFTH, EXISTING LAW does not 
permit States to maintain troops in addi- 
tion to the National Guard. In view of 
the fact that the potential enemy pos- 
sesses weapons of mass destruction and 
means for their delivery, it is a matter 
of urgent importance that there be no 
break between the time that National 
Guard units might be called into Federal 
Service and the time that the States 
could raise additional forces to replace 
them.

An adjusted date of rank for perma- 
nent captains of the Nurses and Medical 
Specialist Corps of the Regular Army 
and Regular Air Force has been recom- 
mended in legislation sent to the Con- 
gress. 

Those affected by the proposal are of- 
ficers who integrated originally in the 
grade of captain, or those who integrated 
in the grade of first lieutenant and sub- 
sequently were promoted to the perma- 
nent grade of captain without adjust- 
ment in date of rank for the individual’s 
actual or constructive service in excess 
of seven years. 

The measure is included in the Penta- 
gon’s 1955 legislative program, 
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part, to the unification of Research-Development- 
Design-Production into one closely integrated electronics 
operation. At Hoffman — instead of the usual four 
completely separate operations — one technical director 
is assigned to co-ordinate each new project from 

start to finish. Every new project is developed in close 
cooperation with the divisions ahead, including 

the practical problems of quantity production. This 
integration practically eliminates the all-too-common 
duplications and overlapping of functions, the errors 
and re-work caused by poor liaison, and materially cuts 
down the usual time lag between the testing 

of the prototype and actual production.

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| Retirement Credit

Urged For Reserves 
Retirement credit for certain Reserve 
officers, under Title III of the Army and 
Air Force Vitalization and Retirement 
Equalization Act, has been requested by 
the Defense Department in legislation 
sent to the Capitol. 
Officers affected are those who served 
as an appointed aviation cadet, or who 
served as a nurse, dietition, or physical 


therapist in the AUS, or in the Nurse 
Corps of the Naval Reserve. 
Under the Navy’s original aviation 


cadet law, candidates were appointed as 
aviation cadets in the Naval Reserve. 
Following the completion of their train- 
ing they remained aviation cadets and 
performed active duty for a period of 
three years in that status, following 
which they were appointed commissioned 
officers in the Naval Reserve. The period 
of service performed as appointed avia- 
tion cadets may not now be credited un- 
der Sec. 302 of the Retirement Act. The 


| proposed legislation would permit mem- 


bers of the Reserve components who per- 
formed active duty as appointed aviation 
cadets to count that active duty for re- 
tirement purposes. 

At present, Reserve nurses, who prior 
to their appointment as commissioned of- 
ficers under the Army-Navy Nurses Act 
of 1947, served on active duty as Regu- 
lar or Reserve nurses in the Army and 
Navy, or as dietitians or physcial ther- 
apists in the Medical Department of the 
Army may not count that service for 
purposes of retirement under title III. 
The Defense Department said inasmuch 
as such service is counted as active Fed- 
eral service for retirement purposes for 
officers of the Regular Army, Navy and 
Air Force, “it is only equitable that of- 
ficers of the Reserve components should 
have like credit for similar service.” 

Officers of the Nurse Corps of the 
Naval Reserve would be permitted to 
count for purposes of retirement, upon 
completion of 20 or more years of active 
duty, the same type of service which of- 
ficers of the Nurse Corps of the Regular 
Army may count. 





Seeks Interest Rate Cut 

Reduced interest rates for home loans 
are proposed by Representative Albert 
Rains (D-Ala). 

Under Congressman Rains’ plan, the 
interest which veterans must pay on 
their home loans would be slashed from 
4.5 to 4 per cent. The maximum FHA rate 
on sales housing would be cut from 6 to 
4% per cent. 
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
